2 to read as follows: 

Antidepressant drugs delay the removal of extracellular serotonin from the 
synapse by blocking serotonin transport, thereby prolonging the duration of serotonin 
receptor activity. The increased availability of serotonin triggers a cascade of 
neuroadaptive processes, which produces symptom relief after two to four weeks.
